New Councillor 

Our new Parish Councillor, Mr Kevin Ingram, was 
welcomed by the Chairman and took his seat. 

VOLUNT ER FIRE SERVICE 

The Minutes of the last Meeting (15th November 1977) 
were approved and discussed. During this period 
Mr Martin Churchill gr»ve a short talk about the Village 
Volunteer Fife Service, The Chairman then placed on 
Public record the appreciation of the Councillors and 
People of Bar Hill to all those responsible for ,the. 
organisation. 

YOUTH CLUB CENTRE 

After an explanatory talk on the proposed Youth Club 
Centre at the Old Bar Hill Farm House by Mr Gerry 
Brunning, the Council passed a resolution approving 
the scheme.. Providing no excessive sums were involved 
the building, plus reinstated services, would be made 
available at a nominal rent. Approval was also given 
to proceed with plans to create a Maintenance Head¬ 
quarters in the present compound adjoining the Farm 
Buildings. 

PRECEPT 1978/1979 

This was discussed and the sum of £17,000 was 
accepted. This does in fact mean that the Rate, as 
far as the Village is concerned, has been maintained 
at the same level or slightly less than last uear. 

STRUCTURE PL/.N

Prior to the Firemens Strike commencing the Parish 
Council and Residents ssociation called a meeting 
to make arrangements for the setting up of a “team of 
Volunteers to give assittance in the event of a fire 
or other emergency in the Village. 

The response ,to our first appeal v/as spontaneous and 
overwhelming, 45 Residents replied together with 6 
Trained Nurses, Then followed numerous offers of help 
with equipment etc. By the evening' of the first day 
of the strike we had two cars equipped with Rescue 
Fire Fighting Equipment and 10 hastily trained 
volunteers. At that time ve were able to offer 
assistance from 6 pm to 6 am only. However word was 
spreading and we soon had sufficient numbers on the 
Village during the day to extend to cover to 24 hours, 
all with some basic training. 

Currently we now have a Land Rover and Trailer and 
two cars all equipped to give substantial assistance 
in an emergency. Some of the Team have now received 
more detailed training in Fire Fighting and Rescue 
supervised by a Training Officer from t,he Fire Head¬ 
quarters at Huntingdon. 

Ve would still appreciate offers of help from' any 
Residents with good First Aid Training to complete 
oue cover.
